A statement has been issued to the 
Richmond indastrial commission con- 
cerning the federal. government’s 
share in the development of. Rich- 
mond’s harbor facilities, by Col. Her- 
bert F. Deakyne. Deakyne is chief 
of rivers and harbors engineers. 

Deakyne in his report said that 
the next step in expansion of the 
Richmond harbor should be the con- 
struction by the city of a wharf on- 
the municipally owned filled land on 
the harbor at the end of Cutting 
beulevard. Spurs from the main rail- 
road lines to this point are needed 
and their construction is emphatic- 
ally recommended in the report. The 
money for the wharf is now in the 
treasury of the city. 

The government is spending most

mond inner harbor project because 
dt expects the greater part of indus- 
trial and commercial development.
